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BRITISH COMMONWEALTH . RELATIONS 


'N the midst of the crisis in Europe, a conference held under 
the auspices of the Institute of International Affairs, has 
been busily engaged in the important task of studying British 
Commonwealth relations. No hints of the results have yet em- 
erged. It is to be expected, nevertheless, that from the frank 
discussions will inevitably come varied opinions, since the de- 
legations have been deliberately chosen ax widely representative 
of political views within each country. Imperialists or upholders 
of collective security, for example, will not see eye to cye with 
isolationists in matters of. foreign policy. 
osing the British Commonwenith, mgreover, will have distine- 
tive nationalist opinions. conditioned by their geographical posi: 
tions, economic developments, racial compositions, and security 
needs. The strategic interests of Canada must differ, clearly 
enough, from those of Australia or New Zenland. No good pur- 
pose could be served—indeed actual harm might be done—by 
ignoring these differences of nationalist or political ideas and 
sentiments. They are realities to be faced fully and fairly, not 
to be glossed over by comfortable platitudes. A mere assertion 
of differences, of course, would be but u barren business; and 
the task which the delegates, assigned themselves was that of 
“hammering out a basis of a united effort.” Such unity would 
be the stronger from being forged by the instrument of free and 
voluntary co-operation. The very coming together of the dele- 
gutes is a practicn! token of those common interests which bind, 
however loosely, the members of the British Commonwealth. 
At this particular stage of history it.is, perhaps, particularly 
necessary to stress the links of unity between Empire peoples. 
Looking back, we see how. the self-governing Dominions gradually 
pussed out of the “colonial” period of dependence upon Great 
Britain. A process of growing independence was hastened by 
the Great War, after which they signell the Peace Treaty and 
sat in the League of Nations as separate nations. The Imperial 
Cabinet and the Imperial Conference df 1921 provided signs of a 
tentative centralisation. Centrifugal forces, however, especially 
that sense of nationalism quickened by the war, became stronger; 
the Chanak incident, for example, revealed the reluctance of the 
Dominions merely to follow a British lead. From the Imperial 
Conference of 1926 onwards, the emphasis became laid upon the 
Dominions’ equality of status in what was developing from tho 
British Empire into the British Commonwealth of Nations. This 
equality was recognised in-the Balfour Declaration. and the 
c During this time of constitutional 
growth, it was natural, of course, that the Dominions should em- 
phasise their rights rather than their responsibilities, and that 
tradition of assertiveness still lingers on. Now, however, it is 
both unnecessary and unsuitable to present conditions. The “auto- 
nomous communities within the. British Empirc’’ have now ‘to 
readjust their old attitude, and, having won thelr independence, 
must consider how best to use it for the good of each and all. , 
In the present time of international anxiety, ft is particularly 
desirable that the British Empire should present a united front. 
That strength, born of unity, stiould be a practical attainment, for 
the self-governing Dominions have common causes which are, at! 
the very lenst, fully as real as their separate interests. Economic 
advantages can be ‘gained by co-operation in trade mattors, and 
strategic benefits from co-operation in defence. Above all, the 
British Empire, as the Balfour Declaration. proclaimed, “depends 
essentiatly, if not: formally, upon positive ideals. Free institu- 
tions are its life-blood. Pence, security, und progress are among 
its objects.” Its members share a common language, traditions, 
and democratic sentiment; they can find a basis for united action 
in their desire for peace and freedom. Nor would they them- 
selves alone derive substantia) benefit from such a common front. 
If they, with all their ties of kinship, cannot reach agreement ‘on 
fundamental issues, what hope can exist for agreement among 
the nations of the world gentrally? Unanimity within the-Brit-

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- Commercial Aviation in. Time of War 


In the light of the rules pro- 
vided in Inst week's — articlo 
there could bo no justification for 
tho recent attack on tho C.N.A.C. 
commercial’ plane Krvelliu, The 
plane in question was flying over 
territory within the jurisdictlon of 
China on scheduled time and route, 
well-known in aviation cirelen, 
foreign or Chinese. Tho mail otd 
passenger planes bolonging to the 
CNA. and Eurasia aviation 
companies, had‘ been flying in the 
various well-dofined routes since 
the outbreak of hostilities, with- 
out any Interference or suspicion 
of, danger. The fnet.that in the 
Kwweilin incident the women and 
children victimised, had not 
hesitated to travel'on such plane, 
went far to show the confidence 
they had jn the peaceful and aafe 
nature of the conveyance. There 
wan absolutely no warning before- 
hand that these commercia! planes 
were liable to be attacked, under 
circumstances apecificd by the Ja- 
panese authorities, ii an attempt 
to avoid placing lives of non-com- 
batants in jeopardy, 


Extreme Case 


In connection with the above 
incident, we may assume the hypo- 
thesis thit the doomed aircraft 
wan found to be engaged on 
activities outside of the legitimate 
function of a commercial airliner, 
and prohibited by the laws of war, 
and therefore was able to des- 
truction. Even in such an extreme 
case, the destructlon could only 
be lawfully confined to. the alr- 
craft, The right could not includ- 
ed the lives of non-combatant pas- 
sengera and crew, Such contin- 
gency is provided for in Art. 67 
of the Hague draft convention, 
which says: 

“Private aircraft which are 
found upon visit ond search to be 
enemy aircraft may be destroyed 
if the belligerent commanding offi- 
cer finds it necessary to do Ho, pro- 
vided that all persons on + board 
havo first been placed in safety and 
all papers of the aircraft have 
been preserved.” 


Japan’s Rights 


Assyming, thorefore, that the 
Kweilit was able to be attacked 
and destroysd, according to Art. 
57, some justification could be 
found in fovour of Japan if the 
threo’ questions ratsed below 
‘could ‘all ‘be answered in the af- 
firmative: (1) Did the Japanese 
conducted. a visit and search after 
tho uirlincr had landed? (2) Was 
it found; after the visit and search, 
that ‘the alrliner.was of such 2 
nature that its destruction would 
be necessary? (3) Had ajl persons 
on board been -placed in safoty 
and the papors ofthe aircraft pre- 
served, ‘before they proceeded ‘to 
destroy. the aircraft? ‘Hore It 
should be noted that the snfety of 
the non-combatants ‘on board is 
the overriding rule of Article 57. 
When visit and search cannot be 
conducted, and the destruction of 
tho plane cannot be donc, without 
endangering lives such attempt 
should be abandoned. This fs an 
application of one of the . naval 
warfare rules on air warfare. We 
have in mind of the risk and dan- 
ger involved in theconducting of 
visit and search. by submarines on 
merchant vessels, during the 
World War. On that account such 
practice ‘had been generally con- 
demned. It is doubtful if the best 
opinion would countenance simi- 
lor practice by warplanes on com: 
mercial aircraft, 


U.S. Warning 


Tt will be. recalled that during

Two Factors 


If attack on merchant, vengecla 
by submarines was condemned, 
much more can bo bald against at- 
tack on commercial airliners by | 
military oircraft. The acroplane 
cannot stop in mid-air to be vialt- 
ed and searched, The excitement 
following the opening of fire on 
tho plane,.as a warning, may cause 
the plane to get out of control and 
result in_a crash, quite different 
from-the case of a vessel which, 
at rate, Is resting on an clement 
more steady than the air. The 
milituyy necessity of visiting and 
searching xn airliner is far less 
‘than that of a merchant vesecl. 
Why? because the earrying cnpa- 
city of an average airliner in ex- 
tremely limited, while 1 merchant- 
man can carry thousunds of tons 
of war materials. These facts 
must not be lost sight ef in the 
juxtaposition of tho airliner to the 
merchantman, for the purpuse of 
applying naval warfare rules to 
alr warfare. So much for the 
Hague Air Warfare Rules affect- 
ing Belligerent commercial planes. 


(2) The Rules Affecting neutral 
private aircraft, 


Undoubtedly the right of a belli- 
gerent to interfere with neutral 
air traffic js of a very narrow 
limit. Omitting those rules denl- 
ing purely with the so-called un- 
neutral service, the following 
rules in the Hague drafted conyen- 
tion may be noted: 


Art. 11. “Outside the jurisdiction 
of any State, belligerent or neu- 
tral, all aircraft ‘shall have full 
freedom of passage through tho 
air and of alighting.” 


Art 30, “In case a belligcrent 


commanding officer considers that- 


tho presence of aircraft is likely 
to prejudice the success of the 
oporations in which he is engaged 


at ‘the moment, he may .prohfbit- 


‘the passing of noutral aircraft in 


' 


tho immediate vicinity of the 
forces or may oblige them to 
follow a particular route... “A neu- 
tral aircraft which does not con- 
form to such directions, of which 
it has had notice issued by the 
bvelligeront commanding officer, 
may be fired upon.” 


Art. 35. “Neutral aircraft flying 
within: the jurisdiction of a belli- 
gerent, and warned’of the approach 
of military aircraft of the opposing 
belligerent, must make the nearcat 
available Janding." Failure to do 
80 exposes them to’ the risk of 
being fired upon.” 


Naval Practice 


These articles deal with  freo 
circulation of neutral afreraft in 
timo of way and the minimum in- 
terference to which they may de 
subjected by the exigencies of 
War. This ‘js in accord with naval 
practices, which previously gave 
the belligerents very Hmited rights 
to interfere with ‘the merchant 
yessels belonging to the noutrals, 
until - the. Russo-Japanese War. 
Thomas Baty inthis Britain and 
Sca Law, observes: “It is surely 
very remarkable, that in ull the 
history of swar:up ta the twenticth 
century not 2 aingio ‘instance can 
bo adduced of ‘a neutral ~ ship's

It Is well known to any one who 
is interested in aviation law, that 


in .the reports and records of tho. 


Commission of Juriats which drow 
up the draft rules @f afr war- 
fare, that some of these rules had 
been voted with reservation by 
certain Delegations, Take for 
instance, item (1) in Art. 63, 
dealing with breach of a dlocknde, 
was yoted ad referendum by the 
American Delegation. What at- 
titude, therefore, the American 
Government would assume vis-n- 
vis the Japanese recent clnim to 
interfering movements of neutral 
private aircraft and travelling of 
nationals of the third Powers,

GUNNERS IN THE TURRETS 


In order to assure the maximum 
resistance for the Line, the en- 
gineers, before choosing the con- 
crete, devoted themselves ton 
technical study of the reaistance 
offered by the materials of the 
forty of Verdun to intense bom- 
bardment. Not only did they cal- 
culate the thickness to be given to 
the layers of concrete, the ateel 
armour plate, and the coverings of 
earth, but they again subjected 
all the materials used to short- 
range 500mm, howitzer fire, whose 
projectiles had — the maximam 
charye of melinite, Tt was then 
decided ‘to give the castings . 4 
thickness capable of resisting 
three projectiles falling at the 
name ‘point of impact. In the 
course of construction the thick- 
nens of the cover was again 
tripled. The’ towers of the under- 
ground = workings, which weigh 
nome 120 tons, are monolithic, and 
no shell enn penetrate their con- 
crete walls, 


The gunners lay their guns, as 
unilors do in the turret of a war- 
ship without aceing anything, 
simply by following the indica- 
tions on u d§al controlled by the 
artillery officer, who is in a 
hermetically sealed. 
armoured cham. 
ber. These 
artillery officers see 
the outside world 
through 


the armour plate, Their field of fire 
ix controlled exactly by the use 
of gridded = maps, which enable 
them to achieve a systematic and 
necurate shelling of every zone. 


The telephone, tines, which are 
of primary importance, are buried 
five metres deep in conerete slabs, 
For each line there are at least two 
alternative lines on different cir- 
This subterranean network 
ends in telephone exchanges in- 
atalled 150 feet deep and equip- 
xervice to 25,000 sub- 
seribers. : 


LISTENING EARS 


Thus protected, the soldiers of 
the Line emi resist the flercest 
bombardments, But in war it. Is 
not enough to be safe; it is neces- 
sary to atrike—that is to say, there 
must be active defence. Concrete 
plays the passive part, The active 
role Is played by the armament 
which it protects. Behind their 
projecting embrasures, the men 
of the Maginot Line can cover the 
frontier zone with a shect of fire. 
Each casemate is a volcano ready 
to spit flames in front, behind, and 
on all afdes. The superstructure 
of every casemate is, therefore, 
covered by the fire of a light ma- 
chine-gun. It ia practically im- 
possible to occupy the crest ofa 
fort without being - immediately 
shot at from all sides. 


“SAN this zone of death, is 
further protected by lookout posts, 
nlarm signals, periscopes, sound- 
locating posts, barrages of infra- 
red rays. All over the region there 
are spying eyes, listening ears, and 
weapons ready day and night.” 


On: the frontier of the Alps 
there are ongles' cyrics hollowed 
out at giddy heights by Inbourers, 
who worked suspended {in space, 
and had to wait for building ma- 
teriala and their provisions to be 
sent up from the valley, ‘Thus, 
nome of the casemates are sunk 
in the carth, others crouch under 
railway embankments; — others 
hang on the sides of precipices.

They are described as 
being nothing less than butied 
military barracks with miles of 
passages lit by electricity and pro- 
vided ,with metalled tracks. Thoy 
have hot-water lald-on, electric 
and cook - houses. 
Whole hills have been: hollowed 
out .and concreted. . Every ' men- 
aure has -been taken, including 
victualling, to’makd them shahit- 
able for months on ond. , 
“SHELLFISH” OF THE.FORTS 


The Line is pormancntly oc- 
cupied by what- Fronch soldiors 
ironically..call, “ahollfish of, the 
forts.” Tho “dholldah” ‘aro dintri- 
bated In squads of 12. men cach 
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Maginot 


canemates charged with the duty 
of holding them for the threo 
days necessary to gct the whole of 
the covering force inte position. 
In peace-time these men live the 
war-Lime.life of the trenches, with 
tts system of relict; 15 dayn in the 
line, 16 days of rest. Thoy lead 1 
very active life, They have to keep 
watch, in rotution, day and night 
in the nlarm-pdat which projects 
above the surface of the ground, 
ax the periscope of a submarine 
aticks-out of the sen, 


At the slightest sign of danger 
the watcher must sound the alarm 
and the Hght-machine-gun comes 
into action to defend tho approach 
to the casemate. Simultancously, 
inaide the enaemate the decks arc 
instantly cleared for action. At 
the frat signal all the men in it 
apring up, helmeted, take their 
arma from the rack, and plunge 
into the narrow: shaft of the 
staircane. Thoy emerge into the 
turret built up in metal plates 
where the mien on guard have al- 
rendy shut down the protective 
visor of tha loophole. The case- 
mate in now lit only by a set of 
nereened electric lamps. The men 
‘pring the machine-guns Into 
action, while the actual gunners 
act in motlon the electric chain 


which draws up from 1H0ft below }- 


ground munitions for the weapons. 
“ASPARAGUS” BEDS 


Apart from the hours on guard, 
the “shell-fish” work ceusclessly 
with pickaxe and shovel, They are 
for ever digging, camouflaging, 
stiffening the network of barbed 
wire, and tending what they call 
their “asparagus” 
beds. “Asparagus” 
ure atecl rails driven 
into the ground with 
their points up- 
wards, Thelr pur- 
pose is to arreat the 
progress of tanks. These rails are 
act at a sJope and are planted at dif- 
ferent heights, so that the tank 
ace-suws an it scales them. And, 
while the rails are tearing off the 
monater'a caterpillar tracks, the 
unti-tank guns, placed at ground 
level, will fire direct into their 
stomachs. If the tanks should es- 
cape this preliminary massacre, 
they would fall upon a second 
line, the “asparagus farci,” where 
each rail has a detonator on top 
which would explode a charge cap- 
able of yutting the assailant. 


If, Inter in the fight, one of the 
casemates should be forced, there 
are, as in a battleship, impervious 
partitions intended to hold the in- 
tush of a wave—in this case of 
invaders. To thia end, the galleries 
are divided up by movable ‘metal- 
sheeted doors and interior gun- 
chambers which permit the fort to 
be defended section by section, 


At first the men of the main line 
of forts, like those in the outpost 
line, were quartered ‘in the con- 
ercte, Certain units lived under- 
ground for three months at a time. 
Now the men live near the forts 
in portable villages of collapsible 
houses, which fold up like concer- 
tinas. On the alarm being given 
everything }g taken down and the 
men ‘plunge underground, The 
longest time taken to occupy the 
lurge forts is 60 minutes. 


‘And ull thig defence under the 
armour ofthe “crust” would be 
further reinforced by the forest of 
bayonets of the covering force, and 
mechanised artillery units, who 
would take up their positions at 
the most threatened points and 
produce a powerful concentration 
of fire by surprise.

Germans 


Mittelwalde, Yesterday. 

Accompanied by a Ger- 
man major, who is a gun- 
nery instructor in 9 military 
academy, Reuter’s corres- 
pondent to-day examined 
the Czechs’ famous Sche- 
meder defence line, now 
occupied by the Germans. 

Machine-guns and small 
quick-firing cannons capable of 
& devastating cross-fire, guarded 
all entrances of the fort. 

With the aid of hatches, the 
correspondent and. the officer 
descended into the depths of the 
earth, where they found them- 
selves in a maze of narrow pas- 
sages, ench leading to a large 
chamber capable of holding a 
dozen men to handle the guns. 


UNDERGROUND RAILWAY 


A flight of stono steps led to an 
underground doubie track railway, 
with trucks for the rapid trans- 
port of ammunition to the forts. 

Over the surrounding ground, 
fir trees were planted, while wire 
covered with brushwood 
served as camouflage. 

“Even the German army, 
aided by the pounding of
